They come in many different 
sizes both round, square and 
oblong. The round ones have 
caused many headaches to the 
operators where slot machines 
are legalized. Some round ones 
actually picture the buffalo 
and Indian head on alternate 
sides. The large 3'’2x7 inch, 
the size of the old style dollar 
bill of U. S. currency are some- 
times printed with broken 
bank bills of various denomin- 
ations. Beautiful but absolute- 
ly unspendable as even the 
original were. 

The fad seemingly had its 
start in the State of Washing- 
ton during the depression thir- 
ties which was the heyday of 
script and various other emer- 
gency forms of money to pay 
civil employees by other means 
than cash and were little more 
than a primmsory note. The 
original wooden nickl was a 
very real need and no joke at 
the time and the town fathers 
who sponsored them were very 
much in earnest and really 
them at the time. 

Presently there is no one 
central place, where wooden 
nickels are made, sold or 
printed. By watching coin 
journals it is possible to learn 
in advance which town is is- 
suing them for a celebration 
and so obtain the newer ones. 
After the celebration is over, 
any quantity is usually sold to 
someone who buys quantity 
lots. There are a number of 
coin houses who do handle 
back numbers as a novelty or 
because they have some color- 
ful quality.

PROOF—Coin, @ mirror-like finish, 
especially struck for collectors on pol- 
ished metal blanks and struck by slow- 
er hydraulic press to obtain best fea- 
ture lines. 

UNCIRCULATED—Made for generai 
circulation when minted but never 
reaches circulation. Has a mint lustre, 
no scratehss, rubbings or mars. 

EXTRA FINE & A. U.—about same. 
Coin is about uncirculated, slightly 
worn on high points and may haye 
some mint lustre. 

Vv. FINE—Has been circulated but 
all features and lettering are sharp. 

ViINE—Has all features and letter- 
ing but not sharp. 

Vv. G.—Has border rims most fea- 
tures and lines visable. 

GOOD—AILL features and lines worn 
Lut visable. 

FAIR—Considerably worn, 

POOR—Considerably worn smooth, 
or corroded, good only as space filler. 

This grading is used nly as a guide 
to help you and is a general medium 
usad by all dealers and colleetors in

FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a_ few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 


a coin guide boo is a must, They can 
be purchased for $1.00 or more from 
helpful information: on care, condition, 
value, amount minted, types, how coins 
are made, and other news of help and 
interest. Most coins can be found in 
circulation, As you are making your 
sct always try to improve the worn 
coins. Value of coins depends greatly 
on the condition, Never clean or polish 
coins unless you are experienced, If 
you must try, use a common, date coin. 
There are handy cleaning kits avail- 
able for this purpose. Coin insert 
folders and other supplies can be ob- 
tained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late 
date coins minted that are worth more 
some hundreds of years old. 
What makes one coin worth more than 
another are by these factors: Amount 


| of coins minted, availability, collectors 


demand and any unusual die strikes. 
Coins can be obtained through purech- 
ases, by auctions or trading with col- 
lectors, Mint sets can be bought by 
Dept., U. S. Of- 
fice of Treasurer, Washington 25, D. C., 
at face value, plus postage and handl- 
ing.
